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SUSPEND PROPOSED INCJIEASE
IN GRAIN STORAGE CHARGES

Commorco Commission to Investigate
Reasonableness of New Rates

WASHINGTON, Avg. 10. Proposed In.
creased storage charges on grain held In
elevators, made by railroads with terminals
In New York, were suspended by the Inter-
state Commerce Commission today until
February 28 next. The Commission In the
meantime will direct an Investigation as to
the reasonableness of the propdsed rates
at New York and other eastern seaboard
points.

Owing to excessive grain shipments, a car
shortage Is again threatening, according to
advices received by the Commission. A
circular was sent broadcast urging ship-
pers and consignees to expedite the free-tim- e

allowances on cars held on sidings.

cially brought to the attention of shippers.
